The next Campaign began with more Succefs to the 
Romans, who had the good Fortune to beat the Carthg- 
ginians at Sea, within Sight of Sicily: And the Year en- 
firing they gained a Victory over A‘drubal, trom whom 
they took about one hundred and forty Elephants. This 
encouraged the Romans to attempt the Siege of Libybeum, 
the ftrongeft Place the Carthaginians had in Sietly, com- 
manded by Jinilcon, who was reinforced by Hazmat, 
with ten Thoufand Men from Carthage. After a tedious 
Refiftance, and-various Succefs, at different Times, on 
both Sides, the Romans at laft obliged Hannibal to quit 
his Works, and retire, by Sea, to Drepanums notwith- 
ftanding which, the Carthaginians having found an Op J 
portunity to deftroy their Engines by Fire, they wet 
obliged to turn the Siege into a Blockade. | 
PR. Claudius Pulcher, the Roman Conful, was met 
and beat by the Carthaginians, at Sea. After this nothing 
remarkable happened for five Years. The Romans hav- 
mg equipped a new Fleet, after feveral Advantages, 
became Matters of the Sea in their Turn, and prevented 
the Carthaginians from fending any Succours from fra 
to Sicily, which obliged Barca,’ their Commander in that 
Tfland, to fue for Peace, under the hard Condition, 
among others, of entirely leaving Sici/y, and fome other 
Wflands of which the Carthazinians were poffeffed. This 
an End tothe firft Punick War, after it had latted 
four and twenty Years.

Thefe Re 
bels foon made themfelves Mafters of all the Citres® 
rica, excepting Utica and Hippacra, which fubnutting

During thefe Tranfactions in Africa, the Cartbagini 


| ys Joft another confiderable Part of their Dominions, 


the Ifland of Sardinia. A Quarrel between the Cartha- 
cinian Mercenaries and the Inhabitants, was the Caufe of 
it, the former, after having made themfelves Mafters of 
the whole Ifland, being obliged by the latter to retire 
into Italy. “The Romais, being perfuaded to it by 
Mercenaries, make an Attempt upon the Ifland, and 
pretending that the Carthaginians had taken up Arms 
againft the Sardivians, declared War. againft them anew. 
This War, was however, prevented by a Treaty, in which 
Sardinia was delivered up to the Romazs in Form. 
Hannibal, the Son of Amilcar, accompany’d his Fa- 
ther into Spat, at the Age of nine Years, and from 


that Time took a Refolution of being an Enemy to 


Rome, whenever it was in his Power. Amilcar was flain 
in Battle, and fucceedéd by his Son in Law, djdrudal. 
Hannibal made three Campaigns under him, and, upon 
his Death, was declared General in Spain, in’ which 
Command he was very fuccefsful. He /laid Siege to Sa- 
guntum, and took it, notwithftanding all the Remon- 
ftrances of the Romans. This gave Yecafion to the fe- 
cond Punic War, which began A. M. 3786. two hun- 
dred and one Years before Curist. Hannibal, having 
provided for the Secur sty Of Spawn and Africa, pais’ the 
Pyrences and the s, with the Roman Contul, Scipio, 
hear the Tefin in Lombardy. Hannibal, at this Place, 
obtain’d a compleat Victory over the Roman Army, and 
afterwards join’d the Gauls, who fupply’d his Army with 
Ammunition and Recruits. 
Sempronius joi'd his Colleague, Scipio, near Placentia, 
and refolv’d to hazard a fecond Battle. Hannibal, by a 
atagem, drew the Romans into. an Ambufh, and gain’d 
another compleat Victory. After this, he march’d di- 
rectly towards Rome, and was follow’d by the Roman 
Amy, under the Command of C. Flaminius, the new 
Conful, whom he engaged near the Lake of Thrafymene, 
now call’d Lago di Perugia, and this General being 
edin Battle, the Romaus were again defeated. ss 


Hannibal 
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Ffannibal continuing to ravage Umbria, Ptrenum, amd 
the Territories of Adria, 2, Fabius, who was chefen 
Dictator, and Minucins, General of the Roman Cavalry, 
march’d againft him, and oblig’d Hannibal to decamp. 
Falius, being oblig’d to return to Rome, beg’d of 
ius NOt to attempt any Thing till his Return: But thr 
Advice being neglected, the Komans tell into an Ambul- 
cade, and had been totally routed, if /:adius had not come 

up feafonably to their Relief. , | 

The next Year, the Romans were commanded by C. 
Terentius Varro, and L. Aimilius Paulus; but with the 
fame bad Succefs: For, tho’ they exceeded the Cartbe 
ginians in Number, they were defeated. After this, Han 
nibal’s Army, being flufh’d with Succefs, grew negligent — 
of their Duty, and gave themfelves up tg Senfuality and 
effeminate Pleafures, which, according to Livy, puta 
Stop to their farther Progrefs in /taly ; tho’ our Author 
feems rather to believe it was owing to their Want of a 
feafonable Supply of Recruits, Money, and Neceffaries 
from Carthage. 

Afdrubal, Brother of Hannibal, paffing the lps, in the 
eleventh Year of this War, was mct by the Romans, his. 
Army defeated, and himfelf kill’d in Battle, while Scipw 
the younger, afterwards furnam’d Africanus, became 
Matter of all Spain, and carried his Army into Afrite 
with Succefs. This oblig’d the Carthaginians to recall 
Hannibal. After a fruitlefs Conference between him and 
Scipio, it was agreed on both Sides, to end their Difputes 
by a decifive Battle, and, the Romans getting: the Day, 
the Carthaginians were forc’d to accept of the Conditions 
they impos’d upon them. Thusended the fecond Punic 

ar after having Jafted feventeen Years.
